General -revenue went on deficiency March 30 when the $5.- 


500,000 required by law and the $3,000,000 emergency appropria- 
tion were transferred to the school fund and other trunfers 
made including portions of the $u'00,000 prison appropriation. 
The general revenue was on deficiency from last November to 
March Lit will now remain on deficiency until next March 1 
unless new taxes of the regular and special sessions this year 
restore it to cash basis. 


Departments and institutions pay rolls total nbouf $500,000 


a month. There are approximately 4,000 persons and employes 
in state departments and institutions. Now why should some de- 
partments of governments be given fat money chests and other 
departments be given starved or empty money chests? "Why 
should the wage carriers or employees oi" the state be the sv.f- 
forers? 


If all collections were pieced to the credit of the general 


revenue fund, would it not be possible to prevent the state go- 
ing on deficiency? There is a highway fund of unusued millions 
which will not be needed or exhausted before the coming winter. 
There are other funds. If all had been placed in the general 
revenue, wouldn't it be possible for the state to get by and 
thus avoid the necessity of holders of warrants hawking the 
same about the streets for almost a year to conic.' Is it sensible 
or sane statesmanship to permit one department to wax fat or. 
revenue and another to wax lean or be placed in a starved 
condition ? 


A remedy should be found for this condition of affairs at the 


earliest possible moment and the governor, and the attorney 
general should devise a plan if possible that will give relief to

Possession of money docs not make for happiness. America 


has an association known as- Have a Life League. Harry M. 
\Varren of New York i.s its president, lie reports that .seventy- 
nine millionaires were among the 12,000 persons who committed 
suicide in 1!>'J2. 


One-third of those who killed themselves were women, the 


oldest being a great grandmother being a hundred years old 
and the youngest a child of five. In New York City S3!) persons 
killed themselves. Included in the 12,000/were wealthy, social- 
ly prominent and highly educated persons. 


There were thirty-eight college students, fifty college pro- 


fe.ssor.s and school teachers, nineteen preachers and leaders of 
religious work, fifty-two .judges and lawyers, eighty-four pliy- 
s'icians, a hundred presidents and heads of large business con- 
cerns, and a number of bank presidents, one of whom tried ten 
times to die before succeeding. 


In 19]f) the League reported 477 child suicides. In 1920 there 


were 707. In 1921 the number had increased to 855. In J922 
there were over 900 or nearly :{.()00 in four years: average age 
of boys suicide i.s sixteen; girls, fifteen. Most girls use poison; 
mos-t boys used the gun. 


According to the bulletin issued by the League child marriage 


i.s another serious cause. In 1920 there were ].COO boys and 12,- 
000 girls fifteen years of age in the United States", listed as 
married and nearly 500 of them were recorded as widowed or 
divorced. Married boys of sixteen numbered 3,222. Those of 
seventeen numbered 7,690. Those eighteen. 24,«J44. Girls- who 
had married at sixteen, 41.filO; at seventeen. 90.930; at ei«*h- 
tcen. l.%,64o. 


Doctor Thomas W. Salmon of Now York is a prominent mem- 


ber of the League. He says that "most suicides are preventable: 
that we do not need investigators: that the facts are well 
known; that suicide eases fill our papers and-usual)}- without 
attractinc the slightest serious attention."
